West Virginia Shooter Captures 
Explorer Air Rifle Championship 


WICHITA, Kan., Nov. 7 — Patrick 
Crean, a 19-year-old college student 
from Salem, West Virginia, outscored 
26 other finalists to capture grand 
aggregate first place honors in the 
second annual National Explorer Olym- 
pic Air Rifle Championships held Oc- 
tober 26-28 in Wichita. 


Patrick Crean, center; Dale Roberts, right; 
and Craig Harrel were grand aggregate 
first, second and third place winners in the 
second annual National Explorer Olympic 
Air Rifle Championships. Together they won 
$2300 in college scholarships from Crosman 
Arms Company, sponsor of the shooting 
competition and gun safety program. 


Crean won $1100 in college scholar- 
ships from Crosman Arms Company, a 
division of the Coleman Company, 
sponsors of the Explorer shooting com- 
petition and gun safety program. 

This was the second year for the 
program and approximately 150,000 Ex- 
plorers from age 14 through 20 par- 
ticipated on the local level. Posts were 
furnished an educational brochure 
covering all phases of shooting used 
in Olympic-style air rifle competition, 
with heavy emphasis on safety. 

After individual Explorers had com- 
pleted the course, they competed 
among posts with winners advancing to 
council and area competition. Twenty- 
seven finalists from 20 states received 
expense-paid trips to Wichita to visit 
the Coleman plants and compete for 
$3,000 in scholarships, plus trophies 
and medals. 

Official rifle for the championships 
was the Crosman Model 70, a .177 
caliber Co?-powered pellet rifle with a 
single shot bolt action. 

Crean won first in the sitting position, 
second in prone and third in standing 
on his way to the aggregate cham- 
pionship. He was the only contestant 
from last year’s event to qualify in 1975. 

Crean scored 918 points; Dale 
Roberts, 18, Torrance, California, was 
second with 898 and won $800 in 
scholarships; and Craig Harrel, 20, 
Clinton, Tennessee, was third with 883 
and $400 in educational assistance 
awards. 

Other individual winners were Jeff 
Grabiak, 17, Springfield, Missouri, first 
in prone and a $300 scholarship;

My current load for the .222 is 24.5 
grains of IMR 4895 and ojd 6 1/2 Rem. 
primers with Remington Bench Rest 
bullets. This load shoots well enough in 
both my Heavy Varmint and Light Var- 
mint rifles to win matches. Never- 
theless, many shooters use Ball C 1 and 
2 and 4198 as well as RL7. Some are 
also using H322 and Win. 748. 

My rifles are regular Rem. 40X 
usually chambered by myself with a 
reasonably tight neck so that cases 
need to be neck turned. They are bed- 
ded by Jim Stekl’s epoxy barrel bed- 
ding method which was covered in 
Precision Shooting some time ago. 

An old CH press is used for loading 
with special precautions to maintain 
bullet and case alignment as mentioned 
many times in Precision Shooting let- 
ters. 

With the 4895 load the bullets are 
seated long enough to hit the lands. 

Many good shooters load all of their 
ammunition at home. | still load at the 
matches, having developed the habit 
many long years ago. The method of 
loading or the dies used is not nearly as 
important as the end product. Good 
straight loads can be produced in both 
hand dies and by bench press. Loading 
at the matches is of no advantage 
unless a need to change load arises.

Barrel Stiffness 


by Pete Horowitz 
Englishtown BRSA 


Bench rest shooters have found over 
the years that heavy barrels are 
preferable to slim, lightweight barrels 
for producing small aggregates. There 
are reasons to believe that part of the 
advantage comes from the added stiff- 
ness of the larger barrel in addition to 
its cooler operating temperature and 
heaviness. For example, if the weight 
alone was the determining factor then 
there would be little or no advantage to 
using a heavy barrel in a heavy bench 
gun where the weight of the barrel is a 
proportionately smaller fraction of the 
total gun weight: On the other hand, if 
the cooler operating temperature alone 
was the determining factor then we 
would expect to see some sort of 
predictable group stringing at the 
target as the lighter barrel heated up. In 
practice we find that the high quality 
slim barrel will frequently shoot very 
small groups but interspersed with 
larger groups which hurt the aggregate. 
The randomness of this phenomenon 
leads one to believe that a random 
disturbance to the barrel of some sort is 
involved independent of any bedding 
problem because enough expoxied-in 
actions, sleeves and heavy bench ac- 
tions have been used which minimize 
bedding variations from shot to shot. 

Calculations, therefore, have been 
made on different barrel shapes and 
lengths, holding other variables fixed, 
to see more accurately what shape and 
length combinations are most resistant 
to bending. 


As a final note in passing it is

probable from a somewhat complicated 
technical argument that up to a limit 
the greater the static stiffness of the 
barrel the smaller the aggregates. 
EXPLANATION OF CURVES 

BARREL STIFFNESS AND TAPER 

The following curves were plotted 
from calculations of the bore resistance 
to bending when a sideways force is 
applied at the muzzle. Specifically, the 
“relative stiffness’? numbers on the cur- 
ves indicate relative angular static 
deflection of the bullet leaving the muz- 
zle. For example, a ‘relative stiffness” 
of 0.8 means that that particular barrel 
will deflect a bullet one half the M.O.A. 
of a barrel with relative stiffness 0.4 
when the same sideways force is ap- 
plied to both barrels. 

Figure one shows how barrel stiff- 
ness changes as straight taper is in- 
troduced while keeping the length and 
weight of the barrel constant. Because 
the calculation was done in this manner 
a basic fact can be drawn about barrel

taper from inspection of figure one i.e., 
taper reduces barrel stiffness, and the 
more the taper the greater the stiffness 
reduction. 

For example, consider a hypothetical 
hunting rifle with a barrel measuring 
1.25”" at the action and 0.69” at the 
muzzle. The barrel needs replacement 
and the owner would like to design the 
new barrel shape for maximum possible 
stiffness because he wants to hunt 
woodchucks and, without changing the 
overall length or weight of his rifle. 
Referring to figure one the shooter 
finds that he can do this and double the 
barrel stiffness. Then making an ad- 
ditional calculation (see end of report) 
he determines that the diameter of this 
replacement barrel at 0.98’’ no taper 
from action to muzzle. The shooter 
might want to make the barrel a little 
larger at the chamber and _ slightly 
reduce the calculated 0.98’ barrel 
diameter to keep the weight constant 
but this would leave little effect on the 
factor of two stiffness improvement. 

Quoting a recent letter from Mike 
Walker ‘“...the latest practice at 
Remington (examples are 40XR and 
40XC) is to design for reasonable ap- 
pearance but to bring the breech 
diameter down quickly to a relatively 
slow taper to the muzzle. The thoughts 
on this system were generated by the 
Army Marksmanship Training Unit for 
their 300 meter rifles.”’ 

This effort to control barrel shape, 
hence stiffness as seen in figure one, 
gives further weight to the role and 
significance of barrel stiffness as a fac- 
tor in rifle accuracy. 

BARREL LENGTH 

The use of figure one and associated 
calculations did not involve barrel 
length; only taper. The effect of 
changing barrel length on stiffness is 
plotted in figure two. This curve was 
calculated for the case of constant 
barrel weight and cylindrical shape as 
length is carried. Examination of the 
figure indicates significant improve- 
ment possibilities by barrel shortening. 
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As an example and again con- 
sidering the hunting rifle: the shooter 
now in addition measures the length of 
his burned out barrel and finds its 24 
inches long. Referring to his first 
calculation, he found that by replacing 
his 24’’ tapered barrel with a 24” cylin- 
drical barrel of the same weight, he 
could double the stiffness. If the 24” 
long cylindrical barrel design was now 
changed to a 20.5” long cylindrical 
design keeping the weight constant the 
stiffness would increase by a factor of 
four over the original burned-out barrel. 

This 20.5” barrel diameter would be 
1.063’ and its weight would be the 
same as the original burned-out barrel. 

IBS & NBRSA BARRELS 

The previous calculations were not 
constrained by barrel diameter restrict- 
ions, hence they indicate the full 
potential improvement possible when 
weight and length alone are con- 
sidered. When constraints are placed 
on diameter in addition it may be ad- 
vantageous to add taper to the barrel to 
get maximum “‘allowable”’ stiffness. For 
example, IBS and NBRSA rules allow a 
muzzle diameter of 1.024” for a 20.5” 
long barrel and the shooter of the 
previous examples could not compete 
with his 1.063’ diameter barrel. One 
approach he could take would be to 
taper legally back from the muzzle 3” 
where the barrel diameter would be 
1.068’’ then continue straight back to 
the breech at 1.068’ diameter all the 
way. This barrel would weigh the same 
as the burned-out barrel, would be 3.95 
times as stiff, and be legal for IBS and 
NBRSA shooting. Very little stiffness 
has been sacrificed in this case 
because little metal has been moved 
around. 

BARREL STRENGTH 

These design procedures are all for 
the purpose of achieving the stiffest 
rather than the strongest possible 
barrel, while making length, weight and 
diameter restrictions. There is no need 
to consider the strength of the barrel to 
these equivalent sideways thrusts, 
because they are very small. However, 
insight can be gained by knowing how 
far our contour has deviated from the 
optimum strength contour: that contour 
which distributes maximum stress 
uniformly along the length of the barrel, 
much the same way that an airplane 
wing or fishing rod tapers to achieve 
maximum strength for its weight. 

A maximum-strength 22’ long barrel 
1.2’’ diameter at the breech is 0.92” 
diameter at 10’’, 0.72’’ diameter at 17”, 
0.54’ diameter at 20’’ and 0” diameter 
at 22'’. Therefore, stiffness to static 
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deflection is achieved by using plenty 
of steel right to the muzzle while 
strength to static deflection forces is 
achieved by sharp tapering allowing 
the muzzle region to deflect severely 
(like a fishing rod with a big load) 
where the stresses are least per unit of 
angular deflection. 


FOOD FOR THOUGHT 

Large additional increases in ef- 
fective barrel stiffness above those 
already described can be gained by 
epoxy-gluing a barrel into the entire 
forend of the stock. For example, a gun 
with a 1’ diameter barrel and a 2” by 2” 
wood forend when cemented together 
results in a composite stiffness per unit 
length 6.2 times that of the barrel alone 
for forces applied vertically on the com- 
posite because the composite makes 
very efficient use of the stock as a 
rigidizing member. 

This approach to rifle design has 
been avoided in the past probably for 
several good reasons, however, it may 
not always be the case. 

Additional calculation on this exam- 
ple indicates that a downward 5 Ib. 
force exerted on the stock just behind 
the action would shift the impact point 
0.042 M.O.A. upward suggesting that 
this design approach might be poten- 
tially useful for developing a very light- 
weight competition rifle and class. 

The lightest weight action would be 
suitable in such a rifle and items such 
as the effect of barrel heating and rifle 
temperature on impact point could be 
calculated then engineered into a 
design which, for example, might use a 
fiberglass forend for long-term dimen- 
sional stability. 

The scope of this article makes it im- 
possible to include in-depth technical 
data; however, the theory and barrel 
design data are available from Pete

Heavily favored to win his third 
Pacific States Fall Round-Up 
Smallbore Prone Championship, hardly 
anyone doubted that Pres Kendall 
“blew it’ with his 2-point loss in the 
100-yd. stage of the very first match, the 
Dewar iron. 

It was a surprise when Vic Auer 
showed up, but no one was happier to 
see him than was another Olympic 
silver medalist, Jim Hill (Rome 1960). 
With hardly ten minutes to spare, Hill 
had been sweating out having his rifle 
to shoot — the Anschutz which Vic had 
borrowed for the Pan-Am Games as a 
back-up rifle. 

A weird early morning haze en- 
veloped the range causing visibility 
“fallout.”” Shooters who had flown in 
from the East were particularly suscep- 
tible...and puzzled, for the at- 
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mosphere the night before was 
unusually clear and they could see for 
miles as their planes landed at L.A. 

Experimenting with the colored-filters 
in his Barrett disc, Pres Kendall finally 
hit upon the ideal combination . . . after 
it was seemingly too late. He had a 
problem, too, of under-doping in that 
initial match, getting acclimated to 
western conditions again. But then, as 
the wind came up, blowing away the 
haze (it was too early in the a.m. for 
smog), visibility as well as sight pic- 
tures improved. 

Checking the board and noting Los 
Angeles Rifle & Revolver Club 
president Allan Knowles’ 400-38X on 
top of the Dewar by 5Xs, he became the 
shooter to watch. .. . Until, Mary Stid- 
worthy, with the exuberance of a 
thoroughbred filly after a slow start, 


unraveled winds around the clock at 
100-yds. to push ahead of Auer and 
Kendall by 3Xs at 400-32X. Knowles 
was caught for three points, and it 
became apparent that only Auer, the 
well-known Hollywood script writer, 
was clean. He, and Sheila George, a 
young expert on the first relay, who 
perhaps escaped the attention she 
deserved with eight members of the 
Critchfield 3200 Club and five former 
National Champions in the line-up. 

Declining to dwell on spilled points, 
Kendall, using his usual infinitesimally- 
sized front aperture, poured in a 19X 
and an 18X rapid fire to take the meter. 
Acceleration achieved by an 8X margin, 
he went on to wind up the iron sight 
course with a 400-35X Creedmore at 
50-yds. over 15 year-old Tim O’Daly, 
Rowland Heights, Calif. ...Auer got 
through the 50-meter with a single 
point down, following a furore until it 
was established that the second 9 on 
his target was a crossfire. 

As always, the quality of the com- 
petition is the most accurate barometer 
of conditions. Let’s say that com- 
petition was superior. One seriously 
doubts that, had Tom Whitaker not 
been studying for pre-dental exams, the 
only shooter to fire a 6400 could have 
produced a 3200 at that time and place. 

Auer had the points — 1599 — to 
stake out the Metallic Aggregate, but 
his 111X-count was decidedly shaky. 
Looking over his shoulder, his old 
teammate on the 1963 NRA Prone Team 
to Europe—Pres Kendall—was armed 
to the teeth with X’s, 135 of them 
with a 1598 point score, just waiting for 
him to stumble (or lose a contact lens) 

. Only a point and an X behind Auer 
was National Smalibore Position Cham- 
pion, Lt. Robert Gustin, USAR. The 
1964 National Smallbore Prone Cham- 
pion, WO4 James E. Hill, USMC, also 
had a 1598, X-count 107. Mary Stid- 
worthy had piled up 124X’s and a 1597, 
edging the 1597-112X by Clark Harris, 
another Junior Master. 

Fortified by his well-known high, 
solid position and an intense desire to 
win — usually reserved for International 
tryouts and competitions — Vic Auer 
solidly placed 39 center shots in the 
any sight Dewar, an X ahead of the 
Stidworthys and Gustin ... It usually 
becomes interesting at 100-yds., and an 
unbreakable 400-38X tie rated equal 
billing for Mary Stidworthy and Pres 
Kendall . . . Upholding the honor of the 
USMCR, Allan E. Archibald, of An- 
dover, Conn., dropped but a single X to 
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lead the pack by 5Xs at 50-meters. It 
was treacherous, and particularly so for 
the ‘‘Nearsighted Marksman Who 
Collects Sharpshooter Honors” (Los 
Angeles Times headline 1961). 
Shooting down to the wire in almost 
every match, Vic Auer revealed that he 
is not impervious to the pressure when 
he flipped a high one on his last bull in 
the 1st stage of the meter. It was at that 
juncture that Major Pres Kendall, 
NGUS, moved in and took command. 

Critchfield 3200 Club member Debbie 
Hicks, a student at Arizona State 
College at Tempe, punctuated her 1600 
with a 400-37X 50-yd. win. 

Pres Kendall told George Stidworthy 
that it was indeed an honor for him to 
defeat the ‘‘1600 King”’ in the Any Sight 
Aggregate — 1600-143X to 1600-138X. 
Debbie Hicks X’d 130, and it was quite 
an achievement for Bob Perkins, 1952 
National Champion, to aggregate a 
1600-121X despite a severe shoulder 
ailment. Mary Stidworthy, X’ing 147, led 
a string of eleven 1599’s, among whom 
were Gustin, Archibald, Auer, Harris, 
Gerald Marotta, Greg Brown, Bruce 
Peterson, (Tucson); Jim Hill, Nancy 
Webb, and Bill Esperson, Sunnyvale, 
Calif. 

And, so it was that the rifle that has 
never lost a championship in five tries 
came through again. On its maiden 
voyage, the standard barreled Anschutz 
established the National Metallic Sight 
Record of 1600-152X in North Carolina. 
This year it won the Georgia State 
Championship at Atlanta’s River Bend 
Gun Club with a 3199-288X over 
prestigious competition on Sept. 20-21, 
followed by a landslide victory of 3198- 
277X at Patapsco, Md., in October, over 
a 3193-234xX. 

The final tally of the PACIFIC 
STATES FALL ROUND-UP showed the 
Champion for the third consecutive 
year to be MAJOR PRESLEY W. KEN- 
DALL, NGUS, Carlisle, Kentucky — 
3198-278X. Runner-up — Victor L. 
Auer, Sp4, USAR — 3198-244X; Gustin 
— 3197-245X, Hill — 3197-233X; High 
Junior, Mary Stidworthy — 3196-271X; 
Clark Harris — 3196-245X, 4th Master; 
Nancy Webb — High Lady — 3195- 
236X. 

Steve Dember of La Mirada, Calif. 
won the Expert Class with a 3190-247X. 

The flashiest star on the range was 
11 year-old Cindy Brown. Blonde and 
petite, the young sharpshooter initiated 
a 3-way contest in her family. At the 
end of the metallic sight day, it was 
Cindy — 1586-92X; her father, Howard, 
an expert — 1588-84X; and her 15-year- 
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old brother, Greg, a master — 1587- 
98X. Outshooting a number of veteran 
competitors, young Cindy Brown has 
not only given her father and brother 
cause to try harder, but perhaps 
provided an incentive for others to im- 
prove the quality of their shooting.

THE LOVELOCK-SPEER MATCHES 
November 8-9, 1975 
Canberra A.C.T. 


Saturday morning, November 8, 1975 
was clear and cool in Canberra, 
Australia. The Madura Road complex 
that houses the SSAA’s Capital 
Territory shooting complex was the 
scene of what many of those present 
considered the most exciting and 
significant occasion in the history of 
Australian benchrest competition. 

The event was the Lovelock-Speer 
Matches for Light and Heavy Varmint 
Rifles. Previously held as an inter-state 
Postal tournament, this was the first 
Australian Speer Match to be held on a 
shoulder to shoulder basis. (F. C. 
Lovelock Pty. Ltd. is CCl — Speer’s 
Australian agent). On hand to assist in 
any way possible were Jerry Prior and 
Arlen Chaney, two of the Good Ol’ 
Boys, from Lewiston. Jerry is President 
of CCl-Speer, and Arlen is that com- 
pany’s Director of Marketing. 

Also on hand, thirteen Canadian and 
Yank competitors — the first to ever 
visit Australia for the purpose of com- 
peting with their Australian peers. They 
came from Arizona, California, Idaho, 
New Jersey, Texas, and British Colum- 
bia. The presence of those thirteen 
shooters was the culmination of almost 
1 1/2 year’s planning by the author, 
SSAA officials, and the management of 
F.C. Lovelock. The trip had been widely 
publicized, and the Aussies were out in

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force displaying an enthusiastic 
hospitality that defies description. 

The visitors had a few adjustments to 
make, the chief of which were those 
created by the design of the targets, the 
positioning of them, and the fact that 
two targets are shot at each “‘sitting’’. 

The target area is identical to IBS’ 
and NBRSA’s. However, there is a 
second sighting square at the bottom of 
each target, precisely twice the size of 
the one at the top. (On the 100 yard 
paper, it measures 2 inches.) 

The Sighter Target is to the right of 
the record target, instead of beneath it. 
Targets are hung vertically; i.e. the 
W.U. target is mounted above the target 
for the first Record Match. Backer 
strips are motor driven vertically, from 
bottom to top. Twenty minutes is given 
for the W.U. and first record match, and 
seventeen minutes for each subsequent 
pair of targets. 

The ‘‘mass of black’ afforded by the 
second sighting square did, indeed, 
require a bit of getting used to... it’s 
quite easy to lose shots, even at 100 
yards. (At the Brisbane match, held the 
following week, the targets were prin- 
ted in red, and the condition was pretty 
much done away with.) 

The match was under the personal 
direction of SSAA President lan 
Coombs, who seemed to. be 
everywhere; changing targets, con- 
fering with the scoring detail, assisting 
with registration and weigh-in, and ac- 
ting the gracious host. The 
Rangemaster was Harry Madden, 
SSAA’s Director of benchrest activities. 
(Ed. Note: As mentioned last month in 
Precision Shooting, Harry passed away 
on Dec. 5 having seen his countries 
greatest benchrest match to com- 
pletion. He will be missed.) 

The 100 Yard Heavy Varmint event 
was a squeaker, with Ann Brummell — 
quite possibly Australia’s top shooter in 
this class — holding on to defeat the 
author.. .3048 to .3060! Ron Mars- 
den’s .3500 was good for third place. 

At 200 yards, Ed Shilen sneaked up 
from somewhere deep in the pack, and 
took the honors with a .4046. The 
author, still playing bridesmaid, fired a 


.4174, barely nosing out Mike Gibbon 
Jr. and his .4204. 

As we all know, most old sayings are 
deeply rooted in the truth. ‘Even a 
blind hog can occasionally find the 
acorn’ is no exception, as indicated by 
my stumbling into 1st place finish in the 
Grand, with a .3617. Ann Brummell was 
nipping at my heels, though, with a 
.3698; and 3rd went to Mike with a 
.4056. Other Yanks in the Top 10 were 
Ed Shilen, 6th (.4313); Lee Six, 8th 
(.4452); and Jack Reynolds, 9th 
(.45360). 

Because the Heavy Varmint event 
had run later than anticipated, the 
frames were left at 200 yards overnight, 
and that’s where we started on Sunday 
morning, with the 10 1/2 pounders. 

Again, Ed Shilen showed the way — 
and this time conditions were 
reminiscent of Midland — with a .6214. 
Lee Six, partner in Brown Precision, 
placed second with a .6514, followed by 
Jack Shelley’s .6868 .. . and we’ll have 
more to say about Jack a littler later. 

By Sunday afternoon, Mother Nature 
had come to her senses, and group 
sizes began to look a bit more respec- 
table. The author, elated to actually see 
bullet holes again, shot one of the best 
100 yard agg’s of his undistinguished 
career. Our .2844 was followed by Tom 
Brummell’s .3368, and Herb Valerius’ 
.3816. The .2844 is a range measured 
Australian LV 100 yard record. 
Ironically, the existing mark was set by 
Tom, just two months previous to the 
Canberra match. 

The LV Grand was taken by Ed 
Shilen’s .5591. He was followed by Lee 
Six, whose .5643 was comfortably 
ahead of Mike Valentine’s .5990. Other 
Yanks in the Top 10: Chet Brown, 5th 
(.6267); and Bill Minneman, 6th (.6408).
